The proposed outlays, though 


much higher than the actual 
revenues in sight, will not ex- 
ceed the taxes which would be 
pouring into the Treasury if the 
country had full employment — 
that is, if joblessness were at 4 
per cent instead of the present 6 
per cent.

Bombers Hit Again 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. B52 


bombers 
raided along the 


border between North Vietnam 
and Laos 
today, dropping 


hundreds of tons of explosives on 
enemy supply routes 


A spokesman said all of the 


raids were on the Laotian side of 
the border except for one in the 
northwest corner of South 
Vietnam, 15 miles northwest of 
Khe Sanh. This same region has 
been hit a dozen times this 
month. 


"We are getting indications of 


infiltration of supplies and 
troops in the region northwest of 
Khe Sanh," said one source. He 
said some of this traffic may 
move on farther south since "the 
route at this point moves out of 
Laos and bends into South 
Vietnam, then back into Laos " 


Despite the proximity of many 


of the raids to North Vietnamese 
surface-to-air missile — SAM — 
sites on the North Vietnamese 


side of the border, there was no 
report of hostile enemy activity 
provoking an attack by the B52's 
fighter escorts. However, such 
attacks are not usually an- 
nounced for 24 hours m more.

Bombers Hit Again 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S. B52 
bombers raided along the 
border between North Vietnam 
and 
Laos today, dropping 
hundreds of tons of explosives on 
enemy supply routes. 
A spokesman said all of the 
raids were on the Laotian side of 
the border except for one in the 
northwest corner of South 
Vietnam, 15 miles northwest of 
Khe Sanh.

Tehama Elementary School of 
Los Molinos Unified School 
District will be abandoned for 
classroom use, the board of 
trustees has decided after two 
lengthy meetings this week 
attended by more than bu 
residents of the district. 
Additional rooms will be built 
at Los Molinos Elem entary 
School, and the pupils from the 
Tehama School moved there. 
At Vina, also a part of Los 
Molinos District, the elementary 
school will be renovated to bring 
it up to required standards, and 
will continue in use. 
Construction necessary to 
carry out the project will be paid 
for by means of a refinancing 
plan involving an election April 
20 to authorize $590,000 in bonds. 
Ending use of the Tehama 
school for classroom purposes 
and remodeling the Vina school 
is m ade necessary by en­ 
gineering studies which reveal 
that they do not meet the Field 
Act, state law which prescribes 
earthquake protection stan­ 
dards. 
The bond issue and financing 
plans were arrived at with 
assistance and advice from John 
McManus, from the state school 
department financing section, 
and William Wynn, from the 
school building section. Both

Tuesday night. 
The meeting was also at­ 
tended by William Woodward, 
Redding architect. 
The plan, as laid out, will not 
increase the school tax here. It

SUPPLEMENTAL 


FUND RAISING ACTIVITY 


POLICY 


In recent years there has been increasing interest oh 


the part of participating agencies in ways in which they 
can augment their income within United Crusade 
policy. The United Crusade recognizes that some types of 
fund raising activities by the agencies will produce funds 
that are not available to the annual campaign and 
thereby provide new and additional money for services. 


It is recognized that the success of the annual United 


Crusade Campaign is of paramount importance as it is 
the basic source of contributed funds available to its 
participating agencies. Any other fund raising activity 
must be judged in relation to its potential effect on the 
annual campaign. In the Statement of Agreement, each 
participating agency agrees, "To comply with the United 
Crusade policy statement on supplemental, membership, 
and capital campaigns 
." 


Supplemental 
fund raising activity, 
within the 


geographic area covered by the United Community 
Funds of Northern California, is defined as any effort on 
the part of an agency to conduct, or permit another 
organization to conduct in the name of the agency, any 
supplemental campaign for income for operating pur- 
poses other than through fees for services rendered or 
membership privileges. Any supplemental financial 
campaigns, membership campaigns, letter appeals, 
merchandise sales, capital fund campaigns, or other fund 
raising activities must have prior approval of the Agency 
Relations Committee of the United Crusade, subject to 
the approval of the Executive Committee. 


The Agency Relations Committee will have respon- 


sibility for: 
1. Receiving and passing on applications from agencies to 


conduct supplemental fund raising activities. 


2. Maintaining a calendar of supplemental fund raising 


activities. 


3. Consulting with agencies on the development of their 


supplemental fund raising plans. 


4. Reviewing materials and solicitation lists submitted by 


agencies. 
Plans for all supplemental fund raising programs 


should be submitted for approval, in writing, at least 
sixty days prior to the event giving: 


Description of the activity. 
The proposed dates — activities should be scheduled so 


as not to conflict with the major effort of the United 
Crusade Campaign from June l to December 31. 


The method to be used, persons to be approached, 


samples of all printed materials, etc. 


The number of volunteers needed for this activity and 


the source of recruitment. 


The number of members and-or the amount of funds to 


be sought. 


The purpose for which the funds will be used. 
The expenses involved and the funds realized from all 


supplemental fund raising activities should be shown in 
the agency's operating account or other agency accounts 
which are subject to annual audit.' 


Capital Funds Campaigns must receive prior approval 


by the United Crusade. Such fund raising activity, 
however, is outside the scope of this policy statement (see 
Capital Campaigns). 


The following supplemental fund raising activities are 


subject to review with the Budget Committee for specific 
approval: 


A. Memberships 


The development of agency memberships is encouraged. 


However, to secure members primarily for the purpose 
of raising funds is contrary to the interest of the United 
Crusade and in the final analysis, contrary to the in- 
terest of the agencies themselves. The membership 
program of an agency should be directed towards the 
personal involvement if its constituency in the affairs of 
the agency and is restricted to individuals who have a 
logical reason for participating Membership dues 
should not exceed $10.00. Business and organizations 
are excluded. 


B. Parent Memberships 


One method some youth agencies use to develop a degree 


of financial self-sufficiency is through a parent 
membership program. Parents of youngsters in the 
youth agencies, benefit in a special way because their 
children receive services that other children do not. To 
this end, the parents should be given an opportunity to 
participate directly in the financing of the local youth 
organization. This type of program has some 
characteristics of a contribution and safeguards are 
necessary to prevent it from impairing the ef- 
fectiveness of the United Crusade Campaign. The 
United Crusade Agency Relations Committee in con- 
ference with the agency should establish these 
safegjbrds. 


rchandise Sales 


It SljJ^ecognized that merchandise sales properly con- 


will produce income not otherwise available. 


fcrTsales are subject to the following limitations: 


1. Zfhe price of the merchandise should be reasonable in 


relation to its value. 


2. Overlapping solicitations in the same neighborhood 


should bp avoided. 


3. Merchandise sales that extend beyond the local neigh- 


borhSod level and that are conducted by the different 
aglncies should be so scheduled as to allow a 
rejjfcmable length of time between calls upon the sam" 
household or business. 
The purpose of the sale, the use to be made of the 
proceeds, and their relationship to the United Crusade 
should be made clear to the prospect, preferably on the 
merchandise package. 
D. Special Solicitations By Mail 


Letter appeals, whether in connection with membership 


activities or special projects, should be confined to 
logical prospects who have through their backgrounds 
a direct interest in the agency Both the letters and the 
mailing lists should be cleared with the United 
Crusade. 


Throughout the state, letter appeals generally include the 


following paragraph as a safeguard to prevent any 
misunderstanding among contributors: 


"If you have contributed to the United Crusade, the — 


has shared in your gift, and you may properly 


feel that this gift has discharged your responsibility On 
the other hand, you may feel a special interest in the — 
—— 
and a concern for those it serves over and 


above your United Crusade gift." 
E. Ticket Sales 


It is recognized that the sponsorship of programs and 


special events involving the sale of tickets can produce 
additional funds and may not be detrimental if done on 
a "value received" basis, provided that: No "broad 
side" mailings of tickets are made; businesses and 
individuals are not requested to purchase blocks of 
tickets. 
F. Other Activities 


Other activities such as fashion shows, teas, bazaars, 


sales, etc., are thought to be kinds of activities that may 
produce additional funds and not conflict with the 
annual campaign, provided they are confined to the 
constituency of the agency or the neighborhood in 
which the activity occurs and that reasonable value is 
received by these participating. 
The following activities are prohibited: Tag days, 
raffles, games of chance, and similar kinds of activities 
are not considered appropriate for the United Crusade 
agencies and will not be approved for purposes of 
raising supplemental funds. 
The use of cannisters and coin containers will not be 
approved. 
Posters and advertising are not approved for use in 
membership campaigns, except for the purpose of 
securing members who themselves will actively 
participate in the program of the agency.

UNITED CRUSADE 


In recent years there has been increasing interest on 
the part of participating agencies in ways in which they 
can augment their income within United Crusade 
policy. The United Crusade recognizes that some types of 
fund raising activities by the agencies will produce funds 
that are not available to the annual campaign and 
thereby provide new and additional money for services. 
It is recognized that the success of the annual United 
Crusade Campaign is of parámount importance as it is 
the basic source of contributed funds available to its 
participating agencies. Any other fund raising activity 
must be judged in relation to its potential effect on the 
annual campaign. In the Statement of Agreement, each 
participating agency agrees, “To comply with the United 
Crusade policy statement on supplemental, membership, 
and capital cam paigns 
.” 
Supplemental 
fund 
raising 
activity, 
within 
the 
geographic area covered by the United Community 
Funds of Northern California, is defined as any effort on 
the part of an agency to conduct, or permit another 
organization to conduct in the name of the agency, any 
supplemental campaign for income for operating pur­ 
poses other than through fees for services rendered or 
membership privileges. Any supplemental financial 
campaigns, membership campaigns, letter appeals, 
merchandise sales, capital fund campaigns, or other fund 
raising activities must have prior approval of the Agency 
Relations Committee of the United Crusade, subject to 
the approval of the Executive Committee. 
The Agency Relations Committee will have respon­ 
sibility for: 
1. Receiving and passing on applications from agencies to 
conduct supplemental fund raising activities. 
2. Maintaining a calendar of supplemental fund raising 
activities. 
3. Consulting with agencies on the development of their 
supplemental fund raising plans. 
4. Reviewing materials and solicitation lists submitted by 
agencies. 
Plans for all supplemental fund raising programs 
should be submitted for approval, in writing, at least 
sixty days prior to the event giving: 
Description ot‘ the activity. 
The proposed dates — activities should be scheduled so 
as not to conflict with the major effort of the United 
Crusade Campaign from June 1 to December 31. 
The method to be used, persons to be approached, 
samples of all printed materials, etc. 
The number of volunteers needed for this activity and 
the source of recruitment. 
The number of members and-or the amount of funds to 
be sought. 
The purpose for which the funds will be used. 
The expenses involved and the funds realized from all 
supplemental fund raising activities should be shown in 
the agency’s operating account or other agency accounts 
which are subject to annual audit.' 
Capital Funds Campaigns must receive prior approval 
by the United Crusade. Such fund raising activity, 
however, is outside the scope of this policy statement (see 
Capital Campaigns). 
The following supplemental fund raising activities are 
subject to review with the Budget Committee for specific 
approval: 
A. Memberships 
The development of agency memberships is encouraged. 
However, to secure members primarily for the purpose 
of raising funds is contrary to the interest of the United 
Crusade and in the final analysis, contrary to the in­ 
terest of the agencies themselves. The membership 
program of an agency should be directed towards the 
personal involvement if its constituency in the affairs of 
the agency and is restricted to individuals who have a 
logical reason for participating. Membership dues 
should not exceed $10.00. Business and organizations 
are excluded. 


B. Parent Memberships 
One method some youth agencies use to develop a degree 
of financial self-sufficiency is through a parent 
membership program. Parents of youngsters in the 
youth agencies, benefit in a special way because their 
children receive services that other children do not. To 
this end, the parents should be given an opportunity to 
participate directly in the financing of the local youth 
organization. 
This 
type 
of program 
has some 
characteristics of a contribution and safeguards are 
necessary to prevent it from impairing the ef­ 
fectiveness of the United Crusade Campaign. The 
United Crusade Agency Relations Committee in con­ 
ference with the agency should establish these 
safegjhrds. 
rchandise Sales 
It ^^ c o g n iz ed that merchandise sales properly con­ 
trolled will produce income not otherwise available. 
ch\ales are subject to the following limitations: 
1. fh e price of the merchandise should be reasonable in 
relation to its value. 
2. Overlapping solicitations in the same neighborhood 
should tjj0 avoided. 
3. Merclwmdise sales that extend beyond the local neigh­ 
borhood level and that are conducted by the different 
agencies should be so scheduled as to allow a 
reottpnable length of time between calls upon the samp 
household or business. 
. The purpose of the sale, the use to be made of the 
proceeds, and their relationship to the United Crusade 
should be made clear to the prospect, preferably on the 
merchandise package. 
D. Special Solicitations By Mail 
Letter appeals, whether in connection with membership 
activities or special projects, should be confined to 
logical prospects who have through their backgrounds 
a direct interest in the agency. Both the letters and the 
mailing lists should be cleared with the United 
Crusade. 
Throughout the state, letter appeals generally include the 
following paragraph as a safeguard o prevent any 
misunderstanding among contributors: 
“ If you have contributed to the United Crusade, the — 
has shared in your gift, and you may properly 
feel that this gift has discharged your responsibility. On 
the other hand, you may feel a special interest in the — 
---------- and a concern for those it serves over and 
above your United Crusade gift.” 
E. Ticket Sales 
It is recognized that the sponsorship of programs and 
special events involving the sale of tickets can produce 
additional funds and may not be detrimental if done on 
a “value received” basis, provided that: No “broad 
side” mailings of tickets are made; businesses and 
individuals are not requested to purchase blocks of 
tickets. 
F. Other Activities 
Other activities such as fashion shows, teas, bazaars, 
sales, etc., are thought to be kinds of activities that may 
produce additional funds and not conflict with the 
annual campaign, provided they are confined to the 
constituency of the agency or the neighborhood in 
which the activity occurs and that reasonable value is 
received by these participating. 
The following activities are prohibited: Tag days, 
raffles, games of chance, and similar kinds of activities 
are not considered appropriate for the United Crusade 
agencies and will not be approved for purposes of 
raising supplemental funds. 
The use of cannisters and coin containers will not be 
approved. 
Posters and advertising are not approved for use in 
membership campaigns, except for the purpose of 
securing members who themselves will actively 
participate in the program of the agency.

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It Could Benefit Us All 


Henry Ford once proposed that industries such as his 


automobile-building empire be widely decentralized, with plants 
scattered about the countryside, and that workers be encouraged to 
have their own small homesteads. His idea was that the home 
acreages would provide the families with some of their food, assure 
them a refuge in times when employment was scarce, and also 
provide them with healthful activity for their spare time. 


There was nothing revolutionary about the concept, except that 


Ford was advocating it on a wide scale at a time when the trend 
was for more concentration in crowded city areas, and for more 
and more specialization on one job. Now this week, the new 
chairman of the U. S. Senate Agriculture Committee, Herman E. 
Talmadge of Georgia, has taken a stand that lends itself to the Ford 
pattern. He declared that the troubles of the cities can never be set 
right until the flow of people from the country can be halted. 


"We've got to create a sounder balance between rural and 


urban America," he is quoted as having declared. He pointed out 
that to do that, the farm must be made a more attractive place to 
live. His idea, like Ford's is that industry must be decentralized, 
but he took the stand that improvement of country living must 
come first. 


"Before you can have decentralization," he said, "you've got to 


make rural America a better place to live, more attractive, with 
better schools, and recreational, health, water, and sewage 
facilities. "He added: "We can't solve the urban problem as long as 
we have a constant flow of people with little education and skills 
competing for jobs in a market already crowded, and with many 
winding up on the welfare rolls." 


Senator Talmadge was speaking, of course, from the per- 


spective of Georgia. There is not a large flow of uneducated people 
without skills flowing into the urban areas from Tehama County, 
and Tehama County already has a considerable number of farm 
dwellers working in such industries as Commander Industries and 
Diamond National. But the senator's assessment of the need for 
rural improvement and decentralization of industry is of interest 
here nevertheless. 


It relates directly to the growth of this county and to the future 


of the whole United States. Anything that can remove some of the 
uncertainty that confronts large number of families today could 
scarcely help but have a stabilizing effect on the United States 
economy, and benefit us all.

These are the tentative con- 


clusions of the nonpartisan Fair 
Campaign 
Practices Com- 


mittee, whose final report on the 
1970 campaign will be ready in a 
few weeks. The committee is 
headed by Charles Taft, the 
respected Ohio Republican. 


The 1970 sludge-bucket award 


for the worst campaigns will go 
to New York. But the committee 
will also give dishonorable 
mention to California, Illinois, 
New Jersey, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania — all populous states 
with several close contests. 


The 
committee 
receives 


around 70 complaints, alleging 
unfair campaign tactics, each 
election 
year. 
These 
are 


carefullv 
investigated 
and 


evaluated by the staff. For the 
dirtiest tricks of the 1970 
campaign, the committee will 
cite the following: 


WORST PLACE 
— Carl 


Shipley, Republican national 
committeeman 
from 
the 


District of Columbia, who took 
out savage, 
last-minute ads 


opposing 
eight 
liberal 


Democrats. The ads were so 
venomous that even the op- 
ponents repudiated them. Only 
one of the men attacked, Sen. 
Joseph Tydings, D-Md., was 
defeated. 


SECOND WORST — Rep. 


William Ayres, R-Ohio, who 
misrepresented a photograph of 
his opponent, John Seiberling. 
The Democratic candidate was 


Bus/ness Mirror 


shown between two long-haired 
students giving the peace sifc.. 
Ayres circulated 
the picture 


throughout the Akron area as 
"evidence" that his opponent 
favored 
campus 
agitation. 


Ayres identified the hairy pair 
as 
Seiberling's 
campaign 


workers although they had 
merely attended a Seiberling 
rally. The smear backfired, and 
Seiberling won an upset victory. 


THIRD WORST — David 


Smith, 
GOP 
congressional 


candidate on Staten Island, who 
distorted the voting record of 
Rep. John Murphy, D-N.Y. The 
A m e r i c a n 
A r b i t r a t i o n 


Association examined Smith's 
charges and concluded he had 
misrepresented the facts. The 
voters, taking -heed, reelected 
Murphy. 


NICE GUYS WIN 


Despite the low state of 


American politics, the com- 
mittee will report that in elec- 
tions, if not baseball, nice guys 
finish first. Of 115 valid com- 
plaints filed in 1966, '68 and '70, a 
heartening 69 per cent of the 
victims went on to win. 


Some candidates filed phony 


complaints, thereby attempting 
to smear their opponents by 
accusing them of smear tactics. 
Happily, 83 per cent of those who 
falsely cried wolf to the com- 
mittee lost their elections. 


Racial and religious com- 


plaints, which accounted for 18 
per cent of the filings in 1966, 
dropped in half last year. Most 
complaints in 1970 were over 
m i s r e p r e s e n t a t i o n s 
and 


falsifications. 


Despite widespread criticism 


of TV political commercials, 
these accounted for only one- 
tenth of the complaints during 


the three election years. Most 
complaints — 25 per cent in all 
— 
were 
directed 
against 


brochures, fliers, posters and 
billboards. 
Newspaper 
ad- 


vertisements provoked only 19 
per cent of the complaints, radio 
commercials 8 per cent. 


Significantly, 
the 
news 


coverage of the campaigns, as 
carried in newspapers 
and 


broadcasts, stimulated only 14 
per cent of the complaints. This 
indicates that editors largely 
screened out unfair stories. 


Not surprisingly, the sludge 


specialists often waited until the 
end of the campaign to open up 
the sewer pipes. More than a 
quarter of the complaints came 
in the last week of the campaign. 


Footnote: At the first closed- 


door 
caucus 
of 
Senate 


Democrats, Sen. Gale McGee, 
D-Wyo., called for an end to 
gutter campaigning. He urged 
his colleagues to adopt a fair 
campaign code that would bar 
violators from the Senate. He 
also invited the victims of 
scurrilous, election-eve cam- 
paign ads to join him in a court 
test.

HOOVER'S SUCCESSOR? — 


President Nixon has quietly 
sounded out Peter Pitchess, the 
tough sheriff of Los Angeles 
County, about succeeding 76- 
year-old FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. There is no indication 
that the President is trying to 
hurry Hoover's retirement. But 
even the durable old G-man is 
human and, therefore, subject to 
the actuary tables. Our White 
House sources say Pitchess, a 
former FBI agent, was non- 
committal. 


CAMBODIA

Despite the use of U. S. planes 
and copters in Cambodia, the 
Pentagon has been careful not to 
violate 
the 
congressional 


restriction against sending in 
ground troops. Only about 30 
military men are stationed in 
Cambodia, all assigned strictly 
to the military attache's office. 
Temporary personnel have also 
been 'sent 
in for special 


assignments. But not one is 
engaged in advising or training 
Cambodian forces. The Pen- 
tagon gets around the ban 
however, by training Cam- 
bodian troops and copter crews 
in South Vietnam. Even before 
the Lon Nol government seized 
power, Cambodian mercenaries 
received secret training from U. 
S. special forces in Laos. 


BUM RAP — Brigham Young 


University has been given a bum 
rap by black militants who have 
accused it of racism. The truth 
is that the university is wide 
open to all minorities. But 
because it is located closer to 
Indian country than the black 
ghettos, the emphasis has been 
on aiding the most neglected 
minority of all. More than 500 
Indian students attend Brigham 
Young University, largest In- 
dian enrollment on any campus. 
The university has an Indian 
Education Department, which 
helps underprivileged Indians 
both with their admissions and 
studies. The university also 
operates an American Indian 
Research 
Institute, which 


promotes Indian culture. In the 
past five years, Indian students 
have earned six master's 
degrees, 61 bachelor's degrees 
and 16 associate degrees at 
Brigham Young.

An Op in ion On The Fair 


Return Of Confidence In Commercial Paper

Some return of confidence is 


appearing in that somewhat 
obscure but vitally important 
area of corporate finance called 
the commercial paper market. 
Activity rose in December for 
the first time since May. 


And what had caused the 


decline? Nothing less than the 
inability of the Penn Central 
Transportation Co. to pay its 
bills on time. So shocked were 
other corporations that they 
dared not lend out their excess 
cash. 


And for good reason. The 


commercial paper market is 
where many large companies 
lend and borrow with each other 


for short terms, anywhere from 
a day to 270 days. The notes are 
unsecured, backed only by a 
company's reputation. 


Naturally there 
is some 


element of risk in such lending, 
but 
participants 
in 
this 


professional market felt they 
knew enough about each other to 
avoid taking any great risks. It 
was a market built on con- 
fidence. 


When the Penn Central, the 


nation's largest railroad, ran 
into financial trouble the event 
thoroughly shook 
corporate 


finance officers. 


As a result, the amount of 


paper 
outstanding 
shrank 


sharply. But in December, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 


York now reports, it rose again 
for the first time since the PC 
debacle. 


Total volume last month rose 


$662 to $33.54 billion after having 
declined 
$1.3 
billion 
in 


November. Some of the increase 
may be attributed to an ex- 
panding 
economy, 
but 
it 


suggests also that the PC shock 
waves are receding. 
TRADE-OFF 


In another credit market 


participants 
are engaged 
in 


what is being termed the trade- 
off, a game that could have 
important consequences for 
lenders, 
borrowers, 
builders, 


and others. It involves the home 
mortgage market. 


Mortgage interest rates along 


with other credit charges are 
falling, a fact closely watched 
by millions of individuals who 
contemplate buying homes. If 
rates are falling, these people 
believe, they may continue to 
fall. 


Their thinking isn't without 


merit, because a wholesale 
reluctance to buy conceivably 
could actually force mortgage 
rates lower, thus fulfilling the 
expectations. It could happen, 
because Americans in general 
are shrewd in using credit. 


The U. S. Savings and Loan 


League is attempting to ward 
off this possibility by reminding 
the public that even if interest 
rates come down, housing prices 
are likely to continue higher.

Combining the two fairs would 


mean twice as many com- 
petitors in the same events. It 
would mean the necessary 
enlargement of the facilities in 
Anderson to accommodate the 
additional exhibitors 
there, 


while the visiting barns at the 
Tehama Totem Fair stand 
empty and unused. 


It would mean that those of us 


who had exhibits in the livestock 
division would be forced to drive 
back and forth to the Shasta 
County Fairgrounds at least 
twice a week, at a considerably 
larger expense. 


It would mean that many 


people who now participate in 
the Tehama Totem Fair would 
not participate in the Shasta 
County Fair. It would mean that 
many people who come to see 
our Tehama County queen and 
our Tehama County exhibitors 


and our Tehama County rodeo 
contestants would not bother to 
go to Anderson to see Shasta 
County's events. Why should 
they? They don't live in Shasta 
County. 


In addition, the 4-H and FFA 


programs of Tehama County 
will be greatly retarded, as the 
showing of the various projects 
at the fair 
is the basic 


motivation behind most 4-H and 
FFA projects. 


I feel that once our Tehama 


Totem Fair is gone, it will be 
gone forever, and we will all be 
poorer as a result. 


Also, I can't help but wonder 


what will happen 
to our 


fairgrounds. Can we still have 
the 4-H fair, the Red Bluff 
Round-up, and the Bull Sale, or 
will the fairgrounds be closed 
entirely? 


Is the taxpayers investment in 


the arena, the barns, the exhibit 
buildings really being used to its 
best advantage by closing it 
down? I doubt it. Why can't our 
fair be self-supporting?

Mudslinging Boomeranged 


It Could Benefit Us All 


Henry Ford once proposed that industries such as his 
automobile-building empire be widely decentralized, with plants 
scattered about the countryside, and that workers be encouraged to 
have their own small homesteads. His idea was that the home 
acreages would provide the families with some of their food, assure 
them a refuge in times when employment was scarce, and also 
provide them with healthful activity for their spare time. 


There was nothing revolutionary about the concept, except that 
Ford was advocating it on a wide scale at a time when the trend 
was for more concentration in crowded city areas, and for more 
and more specialization on one job. Now this week, the new 
chairman of the U. S. Senate Agriculture Committee, Herman E. 
Talmadge of Georgia, has taken a stand that lends itself to the Ford 
pattern. He declared that the troubles of the cities can never be set 
right until the flow of people from the country can be halted. 


“We’ve got to create a sounder balance between rural and 
urban America,” he is quoted as having declared. He pointed out 
that to do that, the farm must be made a more attractive place to 
live. His idea, like Ford’s is that industry must be decentralized, 
but he took the stand that improvement of country living must 
come first. 


“Before you can have decentralization,” he said, “you’ve got to 
make rural America a better place to live, more attractive, with 
better schools, and recreational, health, water, and sewage 
facilities.” He added: “We can’t solve the urban problem as long as 
we have a constant flow of people with little education and skills 
competing for jobs in a market already crowded, and with many 
winding up on the welfare rolls.” 


Senator Talmadge was speaking, of course, from the per­ 
spective of Georgia. There is not a large flow of uneducated people 
without skills flowing into the urban areas from Tehama County, 
and Tehama County already has a considerable number of farm 
dwellers working in such industries as Commander Industries and 
Diamond National. But the senator’s assessment of the need for 
rural improvement and decentralization of industry is of interest 
here nevertheless. 


It relates directly to the growth of this county and to the future 
of the whole United States. Anything that can remove some of the 
uncertainty that confronts large number of families today could 
scarcely help but have a stabilizing effect on the United States 
economy, and benefit us all.

unfair campaign tactics, each 
election 
year. 
These 
are 
carefully 
investigated

evaluated by the staff. For the 
dirtiest tricks of the 1970 
campaign, the committee will 
cite the following: 
WORST 
PLACE — 
Carl 
Shipley, Republican national 
com m itteem an 
from 
the 
District of Columbia, who took 
out savage, 
last-minute 
ads 
opposing 
eight 
liberal 
Democrats. The ads were so 
venomous that even the op­ 
ponents repudiated them. Only 
one of the men attacked, Sen. 
Joseph Tydings, D-Md., was 
defeated. 
SECOND WORST — Rep 
William Ayres, R-Ohio, 
who 
misrepresented a photograph of 
his opponent, John Seiberling. 
The Democratic candidate was

shown between two long-haired 
students giving the peace si6.- 
Ayres circulated the picture 
throughout the Akron area as 
“evidence” that his opponent 
favored 
cam pus 
agitation. 
Ayres identified the hairy pair 
as 
Seiberling’s

workers although they had 
merely attended a Seiberling 
rally. The smear backfired, and 
Seiberling won an upset victory. 
THIRD WORST — David 
Smith, 
GOP 
congressional 
candidate on Staten Island, who 
distorted the voting record of 
Rep. John Murphy, D-N.Y. The 
A m e r i c a n 
A r b i t r a t i o n 
Association examined Smith’s 
charges and concluded he had 
misrepresented the facts. The 
voters, taking heed, reelected 
Murphy. 


NICE GUYS WIN 
Despite the low state of 
American politics, 
the com­ 
mittee will report that in elec­ 
tions, if not baseball, nice guys 
finish first. Of 115 valid com­ 
plaints filed in 1966, ’68 and ’70, a 
heartening 69 per cent of the 
victims went on to win. 
Some candidates filed phony 
complaints, thereby attempting 
to smear their opponents by 
accusing them of smear tactics. 
Happily, 83 per cent of those who 
falsely cried wolf to the com­ 
mittee lost their elections. 
Racial and religious com­ 
plaints, which accounted for 18 
per cent of the filings in 1966, 
dropped in half last year. Most 
complaints in 1970 were over 
m i s r e p r e s e n t a t i o n s 
and 
falsifications. 
Despite widespread criticism 
of TV political commercials, 
these accounted for only one- 
tenth of the complaints during 


the three election years. Most 
complaints — 25 per cent in all 
— 
were 
directed 
against 
brochures, fliers, posters and 
billboards. 
Newspaper 
ad ­ 
vertisements provoked only 19 
per cent of the complaints, radio 
commercials 8 per cent. 
Significantly, 
the 
news 
coverage of the campaigns, as 
carried in newspapers and 
broadcasts, stimulated only 14 
per cent of the complaints. This 
indicates that editors largely 
screened out unfair stories. 
Not surprisingly, the sludge 
specialists often waited until the 
end of the campaign to open up 
the sewer pipes. More than a 
quarter of the complaints came 
in the last week of the campaign. 


F o o tn o te : At the first closed- 
door 
caucus 
of 
Senate 
Democrats, Sen. Gale McGee, 
D-Wyo., called for an end to 
gutter campaigning. He urged 
his colleagues to adopt a fair 
campaign code that would bar 
violators from the Senate.

HOOVER’S SUCCESSOR? — 
President Nixon has quietly 
sounded out Peter Pitchess, the 
tough sheriff of Los Angeles 
County, about succeeding 76- 
year-old FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. There is no indication 
that the President is trying to 
hurry Hoover’s retirement. But 
even the durable old G-man is 
human and, therefore, subject to 
the actuary tables. Our White 
House sources say Pitchess, a 
former FBI agent, was non­ 
committal. 


CAMBODIA 
STORY 
— 
Despite the use of U. S. planes 
and copters in Cambodia, the 
Pentagon has been careful not to 
violate 
the 
congressional 
restriction against sending in 
ground troops. Only about 30 
military men are stationed in 
Cambodia, all assigned strictly 
to the military attache’s office. 
Temporary personnel have also 
been 
sent 
in 
for 
special 
assignments. But not one is 
engaged in advising or training 
Cambodian forces. The Pen­ 
tagon gets around 
the ban 
however, by training Cam­ 
bodian troops and copter crews 
in South Vietnam. Even before 
the Lon Nol government seized 
power, Cambodian mercenaries 
received secret training from U. 
S. special forces in Laos. 


BUM RAP — Brigham Young 
University has been given a bum 
rap by black militants who have 
accused it of racism. The truth 
is that the university is wide 
open to all minorities. 
But 
because it is located closer to 
Indian country than the black 
ghettos, the emphasis has been 
on aiding the most neglected 
minority of all. More than 500 
Indian students attend Brigham 
Young University, largest In­ 
dian enrollment on any campus.

An Opinion On The Fair 


Return Of Confidence in Commercial Paper

Some return of confidence is 
appearing in that somewhat 
obscure but vitally important 
area of corporate finance called 
the commercial paper market. 
Activity rose in December for 
the first time since May. 
And what had caused the 
decline? Nothing less than the 
inability of the Penn Central 
Transportation Co. to pay its 
bills on time. So shocked were 
other corporations that they 
dared not lend out their excess 
cash. 
And for good reason. The 
commercial paper market is 
where many large companies 
lend and borrow with each other 


for short terms, anywhere from 
a day to 270 days. The notes are 
unsecured, backed only by a 
company’s reputation. 
N aturally there is 
some 
element of risk in such lending, 
but 
participants 
in 
this 
professional market felt they 
knew enough about each other to 
avoid taking any great risks. It 
was a market built on con­ 
fidence. 
When the Penn Central, the 
nation’s largest railroad, ran 
into financial trouble the event 
thoroughly shook corporate 
finance officers. 
As a result, the amount of 
paper 
outstanding 
shrank 
sharply. But in December, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 


York now reports, it rose again 
for the first time since the PC 
debacle. 
Total volume last month rose 
$662 to $33.54 billion after having 
declined 
$1.3 
billion 
in 
November. Some of the increase 
may be attributed to an ex­ 
panding 
economy, 
but 
it 
suggests also that the PC shock 
waves are receding. 
TRADE-OFF 
In another credit m arket 
participants are engaged 
in 
what is being termed the trade­ 
off, a game that could have 
im portant consequences for 
lenders, 
borrowers, 
builders, 
and others. It involves the home 
mortgage market. 
Mortgage interest rates along 


with other credit charges are 
falling, a fact closely watched 
by millions of individuals who 
contemplate buying homes. If 
rates are falling, these people 
believe, they may continue to 
fall. 
Their thinking isn’t without 
m erit, because a wholesale 
reluctance to buy conceivably 
could actually force mortgage 
rates lower, thus fulfilling the 
expectations. It could happen, 
because Americans in general 
are shrewd in using credit. 
The U. S. Savings and Loan 
League is attempting to ward 
off this possibility by reminding 
the public that even if interest 
rates come down, housing prices 
are likely to continue higher.

It would mean that those of us 
who had exhibits in the livestock 
division would be forced to drive 
back and forth to the Shasta 
County Fairgrounds at least 
twice a week, at a considerably 
larger expense. 
It would mean that many 
people who now participate in 
the Tehama Totem Fair would 
not participate in the Shasta 
County Fair. It would mean that 
many people who come to see 
our Tehama County queen and 
our Tehama County exhibitors 


and our Tehama County rodeo 
contestants would not bother to 
go to Anderson to see Shasta 
County’s events. Why should 
they? They don’t live in Shasta 
County. 
In addition, the 4-H and FFA 
programs of Tehama County 
will be greatly retarded, as the 
showing of the various projects 
at 
the 
fair 
is 
the 
basic 
motivation behind most 4-H and 
FFA projects. 
I feel that once our Tehama 
Totem Fair is gone, it will be 
gone forever, and we will all be 
poorer as a result. 


Also, I can’t help but wonder 
what will 
happen 
to 
our 
fairgrounds. Can we still have 
the 4-H fair, the Red Bluff 
Round-up, and the Bull Sale, or 
will the fairgrounds be closed 
entirely? 
Is the taxpayers investment in 
the arena, the barns, the exhibit 
buildings really being used to its 
best advantage by closing it 
down? I doubt it. Why can’t our 
fair be self-supporting?

operating schools there but 
unless something is done im- 
mediately many boys and girls 
will be denied a Christian 
education.

1971. It is rebuilding its school in 
the Central Papuan Mission at 
Mount Diamond and upgrading 
it to a high school.

Recently the Associated Press, summarizing a medical forecast report released in England, 


stated that complete cures for most known diseases except cancer would be available by the 
nineties. 'Spare parts' surgery for all but the brain and spinal column would also be available. The 
report further suggested that 'social drugs, designed to speed learning processes, to improve 
coordination and dexterity, to counter stress and fatigue and to enhance man's perception of his 
surroundings' will be widespread by as early as 1975. 


A few days after this AP item the Stockholm International Peace Research Institute released 


its report on world armaments and disarmament and revealed that military spending in the Third 
World is growing proportionately faster than anywhere else; that most countries are devoting 
about 30 per cent of their resources to military expend!tu/es, with the U.S.A. and the Soviet Union 
devoting 40 per cent each; that 19 developing 
missiles where none existed in 1957, with nearly all tS 
leading powers. Since 1913 world military spending 1 
death is expected to double every 15 years.

It is 
in the todays and tomorrows that we must weigh the new options revealed yesterday. And this 
would seem to suggest a period of unprecedented testing for those concerned with the spirit of 
man. Two illustrations. 
Recently the Associated Press, summarizing a medical forecast report released in England, 
stated that complete cures for most known diseases except cancer would be available by the 
nineties. ‘Spare parts’ surgery for all but the brain and spinal column would also be available. The 
report further suggested that ‘social drugs, designed to speed learning processes, to improve 
coordination and dexterity, to counter stress and fatigue and to enhance man’s perception of his 
surroundings’ will be widespread by as early as 1975. 
A few days after this AP item the Stockholm International Peace Research Institute released 
its report on world armaments and disarmament and revealed that military spending in the Third 
World is growing proportionately faster than anywhere else; that most countries are devoting 
about 30 per cent of their resources to military expendibles, with the U.S.A. and the Soviet Union 
devoting 40 per cent each; that 19 developing d^in#ies now have long-range surface-to-air 
missiles where none existed in 1957, with nearly all t^yeapons of destruction provided to them by 
leading powers. Since 1913 world military spending 
death is expected to double every 15 years. 
These news items describe choices, and choice 
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the hardware of a new earth. And the World Council of Church 
spelled out the possibility of fashioning new life for the peoj 
poverty and impending death. Now the alternatives are clef 
love and fear, life and death. 
In my view, today and tomorrow will be decided] 
those who are really concerned. If we remain content 
despair instead of mobilizing the widespread concern! 
God may well allow us to put an end to a world we hi 
concern fails to use the insights of yesterday to lead 
forms of inhumanity and injustice. . . at whatever 
position... then we shall invite the holocaust that is the traditional reward of the evil man. 
All power, including the ultimate power which determines life and death for all men, now 
resides with us as a kind of ‘coming-of-age’ gift. With that power has come a new measure of 
wisdom. But the new earth will depend on a strategy for power and wisdom, a strategy shaped 
from the agony of sacrifice and hope and love. 
Across the walls of our violent cities and etched into hills and rivers of our polluted landscape 
the new word takes form... the word of terror and of promise... the word ‘choice.’

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FISH 


TALES 


Competition in the field of fishing tackle has been keen over the 


past years. Being a little exposed to a meager portion of that 
business, I have come to realize the great changes taking place 
especially with the importation of tackle from Japan. However I 
have always felt even though our fishing tackle markets are 
flooded with products from the Orient many and many of which are 
very good, we still tend to lean towards the European products for 
quality. One English angler of great notoriety said, "Altogether we 
have a good selection of first-class tackle with quality being the 
main consideration and the price being secondary. There are of 
course, some manufacturers who go out to try to capture the 
market on prices alone but they too must find that in the end the 
majority of best fishermen prefer top-quality tackle regardless of 
price." I tend to agree with the man. 


However, we note here it is 1971 and the leading rod makers in 


glass are gradually moving their prices way up. For example a 
common first line Fenwick light ferrule type rod spin or fly are 
listing for around $42.50 up. We all know glass fly rods break if not 
handled properly. In fact one company went so far to say con- 
clusively that they are broken by slamming in a car door or step- 
ping on them. No fish they say, will break a glass rod. 


A special little fly. . . 
Insects of the midge (chironomid) family are found on pretty 


well every lake, river and stream around this country. There are 
many species varying in size and color but all have approximately 
the same shape. The midges are important in the fish diet and also 
should be important then to the fisherman. 


Trout and the other fish eat them mainly in the larva or pupa 


stages, but there are times when they take the winged insect on the 
surface. Even river fly-fisherman should not neglect these insects, 
because they are very commonly found in the very slow stretches 
where frequent rises from fish are observed 


The floating artificial is easy to tie. Body, dyed feather fiber; 


wings, two short white hackle tips; hackle, a long-fibered hackle. 
The body and hackle are dyed to imitate the insect concerned, 
which may be black, olive, orange, or green. 


For increased realism, the olive and the orange flies can be 


given an extra turn of crimson-dyed feather fiber at the wing roots. 
The olive fly is a brownish rather than a greenish olive color. 
Suitable hook sizes run from size 14 down to20's. 


If preferred, the wing can be made with a bunch of hackle 


fibers instead of the hackle tips. Remember to bunch the body 
fibers to make a prominent thorax; and rib the body of the black 
midge with a white hackle quill. 


The olive midge can have a rib of yellow-dyed hackle stalk, or 


waxed yellow silk or thread. 


BLUE DUN 


A fly-tier can well realize that the natural Blue Dun feathers 


once available years ago are now non-existent or at the least very 
scarce. Here we find ourselves in a frustrating position especially 
when we happen to have such massive hatches of year-round Blue 
Dun Mayflies. The first hatch should occur in the river sometime in 
early February. Other waters abundant with ephamerella will 
yield abundant hatches of these little Iron Blue creatures. 


In order to overcome our frustrations we must obtain our Blue 


Dun hackle by dyed methods. It is necessary that one find a light 
cream or white dry fly neck then proceed to dye the clean feathered 
neck. First boil water and take it off the heat. Add 3 teaspoons of 
plain grey and 1 teaspoon of Evening Blue dye. Swish the neck 
around in the solution until the proper shade is desired. Not too 
dark though so watch it closely and rinse well. Hang the neck out to 
dry. When dry, tie up some of those little Blue Dun, Blue Uprights, 
or Blue Quills to match the hatch. 


Okay, now you guys, I haven't finished because I've got 


something to say and it excites me as much as it will you. 


If you are considering a fly rod and you want relatively one ~Qf 


the best, and keep in mind the best will make your fishing much 
more enjoyable, then consider a bamboo or better known as a 
Tonkin cane rod. 


You don't have to buy an H. L. Leonard, a Winston or Orvis at 


$150 up. I've found some to suit the same purpose and built by the 
masters. I swear on all the fish I have landed that cane is by far 
your best choice and it will last you for many years. 


I stumbled across a catalog my son had tucked away. An 


organization called ANGLERSMAIL in Cleveland, Ohio, lists and 
sells quality fly-fishing tackle within a workingman's budget. As 
the old saying goes "cheap things are entirely too expensive." 
These are not cheap. . . I know they don!t even know me but I'm 
giving them the pitch for the merit of the tackle and to create better 
enjoyment on the stream for you fishermen. 


They are offering quality K. M. Johnson & Son Cane rods for 


$49.50 for 6M> footers to $94.50 with extra tips. They also have 
Sharpe's of Aberdeen, Scotland, Leonards, and Clifford Constable 
rods of Bromley, England. Many of these fabulous rods are in the 
$50 range. It is truly the best 
can fly-rod offers I've found 


anywhere. American rods run now at least $150 up. The reason for 
this of course, is the scarce supply of Tonkin cane in this country so 
naturally the price is much, much higher here. Some countries like 
England and France have a more abundant supply of the cane and 
are able to secure the cane from Red China. The choice cane comes 
from the Tokin Province of Red China where the strong flexible 
bamboo is grown. Well, enough of the fishing crafts.

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FISH 
TALES 


Competition in the field of fishing tackle has been keen over the 
past years. Being a little exposed to a meager portion of that 
business, I have come to realize the great changes taking place 
especially with the importation of tackle from Japan. However I 
have always felt even though our fishing tackle markets are 
flooded with products from the Orient many and many of which are 
very good, we still tend to lean towards the European products for 
quality. One English angler of great notoriety said, “Altogether we 
have a good selection of first-class tackle with quality being the 
main consideration and the price being secondary. There are of 
course, some manufacturers who go out to try to capture the 
market on prices alone but they too must find that in the end the 
majority of best fishermen prefer top-quality tackle regardless of 
price.” I tend to agree with the man. 
However, we note here it is 1971 and the leading rod makers in 
glass are gradually moving their prices way up. For example a 
common first line Fenwick light ferrule type rod spin or fly are 
listing for around $42.50 up. We all know glass fly rods break if not 
handled properly. In fact one company went so far to say con­ 
clusively that they are broken by slamming in a car door or step­ 
ping on them. No fish they say, will break a glass rod. 
A special little fly. . . 
Insects of the midge (chironomid) family are found on pretty 
well every lake, river and stream around this country. There are 
many species varying in size and color but all have approximately 
the same shape. The midges are important in the fish diet and also 
should be important then to the fisherman. 
Trout and the other fish eat them mainly in the larva or pupa 
stages, but there are times when they take the winged insect on the 
surface. Even river fly-fisherman should not neglect these insects, 
because they are very commonly found in the very slow stretches 
where frequent rises from fish are observed. 
The floating artificial is easy to tie. Body, dyed feather fiber; 
wings, two short white hackle tips; hackle, a long-fibered hackle. 
The body and hackle are dyed to imitate the insect concerned, 
which may be black, olive, orange, or green. 
For increased realism, the olive and the orange flies can be 
given an extra turn of crimson-dyed feather fiber at the wing roots. 
The olive fly is a brownish rather than a greenish olive color. 
Suitable hook sizes run from size 14 down to 20’s. 
If preferred, the wing can be made with a bunch of hackle 
fibers instead of the hackle tips. Remember to bunch the body 
fibers to make a prominent thorax; and rib the body of the black 
midge with a white hackle quill. 
The olive midge can have a rib of yellow-dyed hackle stalk, or 
waxed yellow silk or thread. 


BLUE DUN 
A fly-tier can well realize that the natural Blue Dun feathers 
once available years ago are now non-existent or at the least very 
scarce. Here we find ourselves in a frustrating position especially 
when we happen to have such massive hatches of year-round Blue 
Dun Mayflies. The first hatch should occur in the river sometime in 
early February. Other waters abundant with ephamerella will 
yield abundant hatches of these little Iron Blue creatures. 
In order to overcome our frustrations we must obtain our Blue 
Dun hackle by dyed methods. It is necessary that one find a light 
cream or white dry fly neck then proceed to dye the clean feathered 
neck. First boil water and take it off the heat. Add 3 teaspoons of 
plain grey and 1 teaspoon of Evening Blue dye. Swish the neck 
around in the solution until the proper shade is desired. Not too 
dark though so watch it closely and rinse well. Hang the neck out to 
dry. When dry, tie up some of those little Blue Dun, Blue Uprights, 
or Blue Quills to match the hatch. 
Okay, now you guys, I haven’t finished because I’ve got 
something to say and it excites me as much as it will you. 
If you are considering a fly rod and you want relatively one of 
the best, and keep in mind the best will make your fishing much 
more enjoyable, then consider a bamboo or better known as a 
Tonkin cane rod. 
You don’t have to buy an H. L. Leonard, a Winston or Orvis at 
$150 up. I’ve found some to suit the same purpose and built by the 
masters. I swear on all the fish I have landed that cane is by far 
your best choice and it will last you for many years. 
I stumbled across a catalog my son had tucked away. An 
organization called ANGLERSMAIL in Cleveland, Ohio, lists and 
sells quality fly-fishing tackle within a workingman’s budget. As 
the old saying goes “cheap things are entirely too expensive.” 
These are not cheap. . . I know they don!t even know me but I’m 
giving them the pitch for the merit of the tackle and to create better 
enjoyment on the stream for you fishermen. 
They are offering quality K. M. Johnson & Son Cane rods for 
$49.50 for 6Vfe footers to $94.50 with extra tips. They also have 
Sharpe’s of Aberdeen, Scotland; Leonards, and Clifford Constable 
rods of Bromley, England. Many of these fabulous rods are in the 
$50 range. It is truly the best can fly-rod offers I’ve found 
anywhere. American rods run now at least $150 up. The reason for 
this of course, is the scarce supply of Tonkin cane in this country so 
naturally the price is much, much higher here. Some countries like 
England and France have a more abundant supply of the cane and 
are able to secure the cane from Red China. The choice cane comes 
from the Tokin Province of Red China where the strong flexible 
bamboo is grown. Well, enough of the fishing crafts.
